Of the thirty American two-year-olds that won tlie most money in tlie racing of 1911 only Worth won 
;is inucli as but tliere was nevertlieless as inucli merit in their racing as if the returns from their 

speed had l»een on the scale of a few years back. It is l>eyond questi<ni that Worth. Moisant, Tlie Manager, 
.Szyiade, Buckhorii and Fuggins were high-class youngsters and AUk*baran. Calisse, Lady Rankin. Presuinp- 
iion, (Mos<t, Isid<*ra. Wiu-king Lad. Fn»glegs. Tourist. Island Queen. Penobscid and Rose of Jeddah were to 
be feared in any nmipany when at their liest. It was laidy Rankin's {Mirtion to lead in races won with 
thirte«Mi to her credit, with the somewliat unusual feature that Worth, Midsant. Azyiade. Tourist and Closer 
fiiiished in a lie for secimd idace in that resi>ect with a record of each having won ten races. Of these 
IVorth's record was mm*h the tiest in that he won ten rac*es in thirteen. Moisant taking ten in seventeen. 
.\zyiadc and Closer ten in twenty and Tourist achieving his ten in a hard-w<»rking campaign of thirty-one 
laces. Buckhorn was first or second in all but one i>f his fourteen races and if all goes well with him 
hould prove a capital three-.vear-old and a credit to the rising young sire. Broomstick. In the matter of 
paternity Cesarion is the leader with three represent ta lives in this select list of thirty, no other sire having 
as many.

Tin- progress made in amatenr raiing during the 
H*ason of mil exceeded the hopes of those devoting 
their efforts to the developmemi of this grade of 
siMirt. to a degree that speaks well for what is to 
come, in fact, it is now claimed that the future of 
racing in this country must be n-erected on a basis 
with the doings of the uou-professionals as a foun- 
dation. 

A claim of this sort looks perhaps unreasonable, 
when one considers the great racing interests of a 
few yi‘ars ago. when one reviews the millions that 
were invesdeil not alone in the providing of magnifi- 
cent courses, in the establishment of great breeding 
farms, and in the fortunes that were offenHl as a 
prize in a single race at many of the tracks in all 
parts <»f the country, but the claim is not an idle 
I one. nor a dream of the devotee of the “Hunt 
► aatHings” for the reason that practically all the 
gri'atness of the regular meetings has been swept 
away by legislation and the crusades of so-called 
reformers. 

That these crusades have been in most cases the 
work of paid “moralists’’ or the dodging of inditical 
M*ekers for favor among those that want to dictate 
th<“ morals and the pleasun-s of the masses, is all 
but an niulisimted fa«*t. The insincerity of these 
jnovemmits cannot In' questione»l, still the rcalizati«*n 
ivmains. that is, the wrecking has Ih*^^ done and 
some new chaniuds must be fi>nnrt to bring back the 
glories of the .sport. 

.Methods must W changed, mwv frimids found, 
motives provi'd before there can be any general 
restoration of racing. This puts it up to tin* ama 
tetir to establish that racing is a sp<ut rather than 
u business, that meetings are held for tlie pleasure 
of those attending rather than with the idea <»f 
profits for those promoting, that love of the horse 
stamis pre-v*minent with thosi* iutercsteil, that bet- 
ting in anj' form is a secondary consideration, anil 
If this is pn»ven, as it can be, lovers of fair play 
everywhere and of all classes will rally in the 
lesioration that is so badly needed. 

I'nder the supervision <*f the Hunts Committee of 
the National Steeplechase and Hunt Associatl(*n. 
tlie work has started well, and the gentlemen that 
they have brought into active co-oi»eraiion guarantee 
results for years to <-onie. 

During the season just ended meetings have been 
held in stales when* jirofessional racing would not 
be tolerated for a single day. These meetings have 
been attended by the best citizens of the different 
bKalities. The horses participating have carried 
tl’.e colors of gentlemen whose sole thought has lM*<'n 
the luHK* of seeing their representatives first to the 
finish. ‘ The riders have lH*en in the majority of 
events amateurs pure and simple. Nowhere has 
there been any thought of profit for the associations. 
Some of the meetings have lK*eii invitation affairs, 
when the entire expenses have been assumed by 
the hest of the day. It has lH*en sport for sport's 
*.ike. and just so long as these lines are adhered 
to. there is little chance oi intereference of any 
sort. , 

Interest in these meetings is growing at a rate 
that is solace for tho.se who have allied themselves 
with the movement. Ni*w organizations are ar 
ranging dates for next year. tHd friemls are back 
with applications for renewal, witli plans on a 
more elaborate s»*ale than ever. .Men aiul women 
prominent in the social world are offering cups for 
events in which tiieir friends will participate. 

Everywhere there is a demand for horses that 
can Im* added to stables now on the list or to b« 
established. The progress is a sincere one; tho.^ 
iK'hind it are men that don't lake defeat for their 
Ideas when they are in the right, and their co 
o|S'ration and energy will pfit the amateur meet 
ings on a plane whi*re no umouut of hyjK*crisy c.an 
liring a setback. 

.Most si*rious of the matters to be considered f« r 
the future <»f the amateur mi-etings is that of imi 
teiial for the makeiiii of the races. The scarcity 
of horses of the right sort is really appalling, and 
the gap will grow more pronounced as opiiortuaii 
lies ill crease. 

Lu.st .vear the mmilier of two-year-olds that were 
in training numbered alsuit one-third of the show 
lug of prosperous days. For several years to com 
we must l«K>k for a* still further reduction. With 
the usual percentage of acciileiits and other causes 
that redniM* eai-h s<*as >n's quota of young horses, it 
i.« easy to see how difiicult it is going to l>* to se 
cure liorses that will be suitaide for hunters, hacks 
and the other grades that are the mainstay of the 
amateur owners. The market for desirable mate 
rial is and will be hard pressed, and the result of 
this cannot 1 m* ignored. 

The BriKikline meeting, which is one of the most 
HUccessful held in the c aintiy. is k*a*ping up to t!i 
U*8i standard. The m«*«*tiiig held last June w.a.s 
the thirtieth under the auspices of tie* l’«»untry Clui 
and even now preparations are U*ing made f<>r the 
tension of 1912. 

Tlie inter**si shown in tills meeting is somethine 
far out of the ordinary. It is to Boston and me 
iielgh»K»ring towns an event that is looked f *rw.ird 
to for months, and the thousands that patronize it 
are mofet ardent friends of racing. With the elite 
»f the city come the country folks with their fani- 
•ilies in thousands. 

At L\itiiewo.xi Farm, where each year Joseph E. 
Wideuor gives his invitation meeting, friends ha* e 
!x*en made at a rate that is more than tiatterlng. 
Last fall, in order that all might enj«»y the day s 
a|N>rt, a half holiday wa.s d«*clared in the selnvols a»id 
most of the merchants of Klkins Park and the 
nelghlMirlng towns put up th**ir shutters at n<H>n so 
that their employ«s*s might enjoy tint outing. 

,\t Richmond, where a ni*‘t‘ting was held in Con 
junction with a horse sliow. the attendance nnm 
bered the 1 m ^t people of Virginia among thos«* found 
in line. The Fnlted States Government realizing 
the importance of the work under way. not alone 
clcialicd u number of ofiiccia with their hordes to
